Thomas Says Farm Problem 


—Struggle Over 2 Bills 


Causes Turmoil. 


WASHINGTON. 1*1. The senate, 


continuing debate on farm legisla- 
tion, 
heard 
an 
argument 
that 


cheaper 
money would 
increase 


agriculture prices 
and halt 
the 


downward trend in economic in- 
dices. 


Senator Thomas (d., Okl. ) as- 


serted that "the farm problem is a 
price problem" and outlined his 
proposal to give the federal reserve 
board authority to hike prices by 
cheapening the dollar. 


The board would be expected to 


stabilize the price level at a point 
not lower than the 1926 level. 


"The same economic law that 


applies to cotton, corn and wheat 
applies to money," 
Thomas de- 


clared. "When money is plentiful, 
prices are high; when money is 
scarce, prices are cheap." 


Meanwhile agriculture 
depart- 


ment 
officials, 
declaring 
they 


wanted the crop control program 
to be practicable, advised against 
enacting legislation too hurriedly. 


There is no undue rush in pass- 


Ing. a farm bill, said one high au- 
thority in the agriculture adjust- 
ment-administration, as long as it 
is finished before the 1938 planting 
season. 
v 


Other agriculture officials said 


that longer debate might produce 
legislation more nearly to their 
liking. They pictured the AAA, as 
desiring a program 
that would 


provide $680,000,000 to $750,000,- 
000 for farm subsidies. President 
Roosevelt, indicating he preferred 
to hold the cost to the $500,000,000 
already authorized for next year, 
said last 
week congress would 


have to find new revenue for ex- 
penditures above that figure.

increase of $27,479.80 and a non- 
tax tund balance of $596,863.19 as 
compared with $364,649.92 for the 
previous year, a gain of $232,186.27 
or a net balance gain, tax and 
nontax funds, of $259,666.07. 


Grand total receipts, tax and 


nontax, excluding balance, for the 
past fiscal year, were $2,756,441.44 
as compared with $2,206,916.53 for 
the previous year. Tax receipts in- 
creased from $794,137.71 to $849,- 
723 ; miscellaneous receipts from 
$113,214 to $114,091; departmental 
receipts from $49,708 to $55,029 
and bond sales from 560,000 to 
$110,000.

TO OVER 11-2 MILLION 


Number on Projects Boosttfct 


as New Low Beached 


on Oct. 2.

progress administration relief rolls 
increased to more than 1,500,000 
for the week ending Nov. 13. 


The number on WPA projects 


for the week was 1,500,094. 
For 


the week ending Aug. 21, the last 
time the figure exceeded 1,500,000 
the figure was 1,504,493. 


During 
the 
12-week 
interval, 


WPA rolls reached a low point 
for the year of 1,450,101 in the 
week ending Oct. 2. 


The increase came as Adminis- 


trator Harry L.. Hopkins was con- 
ferring with President Roosevelt 
regarding the relief policies to be 
pursued this winter in the face 
of the current business recession. 
Government economists have in- 
formally estimated that 1,000,000 
>e/f)ons have lost their jobs during 
.fie * present recession. 


Largest increases in the number 


of persons on WPA projects for 
the week ending Nov. 15 were in 
Ohio, where 1,298 persons were 
added, and Illinois, where 1,013 
were put on. WPA officials noted 
that both these states were indus- 
trial and that the increases prob- 
ably denoted increased employment 
in industry. ^ 


They pointed out, however, that 


New York city, another major in- 
dustrial center, showed a decrease 
of 1,177 in number of persons on 
WPA relief to bring the New York 
total for the week down to 137,561. 


Pennsylvania reported 
an in- 


crease of 58 persons, and Massa- 
chusetts 374. 
Indiana's increase 


was 284. 


Employment 
figures by states, 


with the change 
from the week 


ended Nov. 6, included: Iowa, 16,- 
660, up 171; Kansas, 25,714, up 
241; 
Nebraska, 17,873, down 50. 


NEW YORK. (JP). There was a 


rise of 293,000 during October in 
the number of unemployed persons 
in the United States, the national 
industrial conference board esti- 
mated. This increase over the Sep- 
tember level lifted the number of 
unemployed to an estimated total 
of 6,355,000. 


Total employment in all fields of 


private enterprise and in perma- 
nent government agencies was esti- 
mated at 46,836,000 persons in Oc- 
tober, a decrease of 243,000 from 
the September total. The number 
employed in nonagricultural activi- 
ties was placed at 35,257,000, a de- 
crease of 59,000 compared with 
September.

Trustee of Milwaukee Says 


All Railroads Headed 


for Bankruptcy. 


WASHINGTON. (UP). All rail- 


roads are headed toward the bank- 
ruptcy courts unless their revenues 
are 
increased, H. A. Scandrett, 


trustee of the C. M. St. P. & P. 
railroad, told the interstate com- 
merce commission. 


Scandrett opened the third day 


of railroad executives' testimony 
in the carriers' fight for $517,000,- 
000 annual additional revenue thru 
a 15 percent freight rate increase, 
and eastern 
territory 
passenger 


coach fares from 2 to 2 \k cents 
per mile higher. 
"In the equity and bankruptcy 


courts are 71,386 miles of railroad, 
and struggling on the brink of fail- 
ure are 
many 
thousand 
more 


miles," he said. 
"All are now 


headed in the same direction. The 
procession should be headed in the 
other direction. It can be done." 


Scandrett cited the Milwaukee 


road as an example, pointing out it 
had one of the longest continuous 
dividend records of any line, over 
50 years, but finally was forced 
Into receivership. 


Scandrett blamed increased op- 


erating1 costs and narrowing; mar- 
gins of revenue. 
Increased reve- 


miefl. 
he said, would speed 
the 


emergence of carriers from re- 
ceiverships.

Reversing1 the 
stand he took 


previously, Atty. Gen. Hunter an- 
nounced he does not plan to make 
an appearance at a federal power 
commission hearing in Washington 
on licensing of the Sutherland pro- 
ject. 


Hunter 
prepared 
a telegram 


-Tuesday night asking the federal 
power commission to continue the 
case 
for 30 days 
from 
Dec. 8, 


scheduled date of the hearing, to 
permit the state to intervene. 


"I am exercising my prerogative 


of changing 
my 
mind," Hunter 


said. 
"I am also relying on the 


advice of my assistant, Edwin C. 
Vail, who has studied the federal 
act governing the power commis- 
sion and who has concluded that 
it carries no threat to this state's 
sovereignly with regard to the use 
of its own waters." 


Hunter said that previously he 


had relied on oral statements by 
B. H. Evans 
of 
North 
Flatte, 


counsel for the Platte River Water 
Protective association, and other 
attorneys who had informed him 
that the power commission might 
attempt to assume control of the 
Platte river. 


"I wish to state emphatically 


and unequivocally that neither my- 
self nor any members of my staff 
have any private interest whatever 
in opposing 
any of 
the 
public 


power or other projects 
in Ne- 


brftika," he said. 


".vV'e are all in favor of, and will 


help promote, these projects and 
would do nothing to interfere with 
their operations as long as they 
are lawful." 


Hunter said that General Man- 


ager George Johnson and Atty. R. 
O. Canaday of the Tri-County pub- 
lic power and irrigation district 
and General Manager Harold Kra- 
mer and Atty. August Wagner of 
the Loup Riyec, Eubliq,.POMQBIUJU*--

called on him to protest against 
the stand he had taken. 


"This office is guided by two 


principles in its attitude toward 
the use of public waters," Hunter 
said. 


"The first Is that the state of

the states of Wyoming and Colo- 
rado should be required to respect 
the claims of the citizens of Ne- 
braska who are entitled to prior- 
ity in regard to their appropria- 
tions for water."

Senator Pittman (d., Nov.), said 


he had "never considered balancing 
the budget so acute an emergency 
as reducing unemployment."

Henry Payne said radio "must be 
prevented 
from 
stopping

growth of the American mind." 


To accomplish this, Payne said 
in an address prepared for deliv- 
ery before the second national con- 
ference on educational broadcast- 
ing, the point of view and ideals 
of broadcasters must be changed 
even "at the risk of a severe jolt 
to these gentlemen." He contin- 
ued: 


"Like the moving pictures, the 


average program of the 
broad- 


casters is addressed to an intelli- 
gence possessed by a child of 12. 
It is important to raise this aver- 
age to the adult age; otherwise, 
there is the danger that^radio will 
perpetuate mental immaturity in 
the grownup. 


There is the danger that radio 


and the movies will in time make 
us a nation of grownup children. 
An intelligence which 
befita 
a 


child of 12 is a beautiful thing 
when found in a child of 12, but 
not in a child of 30." 


Payne said there was no valid 


reason why an educational pro- 
gram, unless its subject were too 
technical, could not be made enter- 
taining enough to attract a large 
group of intelligent people. 


"We hope such minorities have

Dead trees cut in the parka are 


transported to Antelope for saw- 
mill activity, 
Street Superinten- 


dent Lynn Myers Wednesday added 
a fourth WPA tree cutting crew, 
this one operating in Bethany. 
Other crews operate as follows: 
north of O, south of O, in Univer- 
sity Place. The four crews consist 
of 34 WPA workers and 8 depart- 
mental foremen. This project has 
been under way since Oct. 1 with 
4,000 trees marked for slaughter 
thru the winter. 


The county, thru its project and 


with its trucks, picks up trees 
and brush from the park spaces 
and Wednesday started a chop- 
ping enterprise at the yard where 
the trees are carted. 
Park Superintendent Ager said 
that the parks are now cleared of 
dead trees with the exception of 
Pioneers where 120 are marked. 
He has from 35 to 40 men cutting 
and hauling. The better logs, both 
from parkways and parks, 
are 


used for posts and lumber with the 
municipal sawmill 
scheduled 
to 
start up this week. The waste or 
small wood from parks is cut up 
for use in fires and ovens at the 
several city parks. 


The park head declared that but 


for WPA labor, it would cost the 
city more to cut and work up the 
wood than it is worth on the 
market.

SOIL CONSERVATION 


DISTRICTS ABANDONED 


Lack 
of 
Support"" Among 


Farmers—Franklin, 
Web- 


ster Counties Try. 


Altho two projected soil conser- 


vation districts in southeastern Ne- 
braska have been abandoned for 
lack of support among farmers, a 
referendum on the formation of 
a third one in Franklin and Web- 
ster counties will be held Dec. 18, 
the state soil conservation com- 
mittee announced. 


Harold Engstrom, secretary of 


the committee, admitted that there 
is "considerable opposition" to the 
districts. 


The 
first 
referendum, 
held 


among farmers in the Little Ne- 
maha and Muddy Creek basins of 
Otoe, Johnson and Lancaster coun- 
ties, resulted in rejection by a vote 
of 107 to 97. 
The law requires 


75 percent of those voting to give 
their approval before the district 
may be organized. The state com- 
mittee has ruled that at least 55 
percent of the resident landowners 
must vote. 


Another proposed district, em- 


bracing 842,000 acres of land in 
Nemaha, Otoe and Cass counties, 
has been abandoned without the 
formality of a hearing. The state 
committee was convinced, after 
hearing expressions from farmers 
at -Nebraska-City, Auburn, Tal- 
mage, Union, Syracuse, Palmyra 
and Greenwood, that the farmers 
did not want a district. 


Engstrom said two other pro- 


posed districts—the Nemaha wat- 
ershed district in Richardson, Ne- 
maha and Pawnee counties and 
the Turkey creek district in Paw- 
nee and Johnson counties—prob- 
ably will be rejected by the state 
committee 
without 
referendum. 


The reaction of farmers at hear- 
ings was suffiicent to convince the 
committee, 
consisting 
of 
Dr. 


George E. Condra, Dean W. W. 
Burr and W. H. Brokaw of the 
University of Nebraska. 


"The opposition seems 
to be 


stemming from Nebraska City," 
Engstrom said. 


He said there appears to be a 


fair chance of organizing three 
other districts—the south central 
district in Franklin and Webster 
counties on which a vote will be 
taken Dec. 18, the Papio district 
in Douglas and Sarpy counties and 
the Twin Blue district in Jeffer- 
son and Gage counties. 


The hearings and referendums 


are creating lively controversies in 
the areas affected. 


The problem, as Engstrom sees 


it, is putting a halt to deterioration 
of America's 600,000,000 acres of

CORN LOANSJEADY SOON 


Inspectors Begin Sending in 


Corn Samples. 


WASHINGTON. (/P). Machinery 


making $75,000,000 available 
to 


farmers in government loans on 
stored corn began turning- in nine 
states Wednesday. 


Applications were being received 


thruout loda and Illinois and parts 
of Indiana, Minnesota, Missouri, 
Nebraska, Ohio, South Dakota and 
Wisconsin. 
Officials 
said, how- 


ever, loans probably would not be 
made for several days. Loan forms 
already have been distributed, and 
inspectors have started 
sending 


samples 
to 
central 
inspection 


points for moisture tests. 'Corn 
on which loans are made will be 
sealed in critaa on farms. 


The loans, similar to those made 


by the AAA in previous years, will 
range from 44 to 50 cents a bushel 
depending on the moisture content 
of the corn offered as security. 
The lower figure will apply to corn 
of 20'2 percent moisture and the 
to figure to 14 J 
2 percent moisture 


content. 


Money for the loans was made 


available to the commodity credit 
corporation by the Reconstruction 
Finance corporation at the direc- 
tion of President Rooseevlt.

FUNDS SHOW BALANCE 


Accountant Suggests Cafe- 


teria Profits Be Shared 


With Students. 


An audit of the cash funds col- 


lected and expended by the Wayne 
•tate normal school for the period 
from Auff. 20, 1935, to Sept. 20, 
1937, made by State Accountant 
Pans ing for State Auditor Price, 
containv commendation and very 
little criticism of the method of 
keeping accounts. 
Three funds 
are included In the audit, the col- 
lege fund, contingent fund or stu- 
dent activities, and the cafeteria 
fund. 
Dormitory bonds *are also 
included. 


The college fund-, comprises in- 


come from 
matriculation, 
text 
books, dormitory, laboratory and 
sundry fees and rentals. The re- 
ceipts of the college fund, less re- 
funds, amounted to $88,776.86; also 
receipts from the state treasurer 
from a revolving fund, amounted 
to $13,208.85, or a total of $101,- 
985.14. The accountant says the 
disbursements show an excess of 
$594.18 over the receipts, which 
amount deducted from the cash 
balance on hand Aug. 20, 1935, of 
$7,752.48, leaves a balance of $7,- 
158.30 on hand Sept. 30, 1937. 
The contingent fund represents 
money collected from the students 
for their activities, comprising all 
athletics and, entertainments which 
are sponsored by a budget com- 
mittee, including the college paper 
and a book published annually. 
R e c e i p t s from all activities 
amounted to $18,699.14 and the 
disbursements were 
$18,654.75* 


leaving a balance of $44.39. Thia 
with a balance of $2,942.79 on 
hand Aug. 19, 1935, leaves a bal- 
ance on hand Sept. 30, 1937, of 
$2,987.18. 


The cafeteria, 
serving 
three 
meals a day, operated by the col- 
lege, has been quite a success for 
a number of years, says the ac- 
countant. 
During the period re- 


viewed the net receipts amounted 
to $48,686.52, the disbursements 
amounted to $43,562.48, or a net 
gain of $5,124.04. This with cash 
on hand Aug. 20, 1935, of $936.08, 
leaves a balance of cash on hand 
of $6,060.12 aa of Sept. 30, 1937. 


The accountant submits a state- 
ment of profit and loss which 
show3 up the cafeteria operations 
during the period reviewed in a 
different manner. It shows a net 
arofit of $7,231.93 in 25 months. 
The accountant aay* the cost of 
provisions and the expenses do not 
ippear to be understated "and yet

or using meters If possible, and 
accumulate a reserve for deprecia- 
tion of equipment, furniture ant 
fixtures, and that the benefits of 
any profit might be passed on to 
students who make this institution 
a profitable enterprise. 


"After all," he said, "the state 
is not in the habit of making- a 
profit, and to show what might 
be called a camouflaged profit is 
not good business nor good ac- 
counting." 
He suggests that a 


reconciliation of meal tickets be 
made and the office endeavor to 
close out the liability balances on 
unused meal tickets at the close 
of each winter and summer term.

ON CATHOLIC PROPERTY 
Trustee Start* Action on St 


Mary's Bonds Which Now 


Remain Unpaid. 


A «tay of nine months will be 
asked in the foreclosure suit of the 
Continental National bank, as suc- 
cessor trustee of the Lincoln Trust 
company, 
agalnat 
St. 
Mary's 
Cathedral, inc., John J. Ledwith 
attorney for St. Mary's, said Wed 
nesday, and it is hoped that by th< 
end of that time a way will be 
found to refinance the indebtedness 
of the corporation. 
Continenta 
National bank, as successor trustee 
filed a foreclosure action on a cross 
petition in the suit of Gerald C 
Krause and William A. Kraus 
doing business as the Krause com 
pany, to foreclose a mechanic's lien 
of around $2,500. 
Continental National bank was 


named as defendant in the Krause 
action as trustee of mortgage 
bonds issued by St. Mary's Cathed 
ral, inc., in 1931. The bank's cross 
petition states that there is now 
owing and unpaid on these bonds 
$262,950 With interest at 9 percen 
from Sept. 1, 1937, and asks tha 
the property put up as security be 
foreclosed upon if not paid in 20 
days, and that a deficiency judg 
ment be granted against St. Mary's 
if necessary. 


The property put up as security 


includes the site of Bonacum insti- 
tute, the unfinished Catholic high 
school at 22nd and F streets; a 
piece of ground embracing two 
blocks; 200 feet at the northeast 
corner of the intersection at 13th 
and M streets, site of the first 
cathedral of Lincoln; 200 feet at 
the northeast corner of the inter- 
section df 14th and K streets, in- 
cluding St. Mary's cathedral and 
residence; 16 lots between J and G 
streets, west of 21st, the first pro- 
posed, site of the new school build- 
ing, purchased, in 1916. 


An" 'agreement was made be- 
tween St. Mary's Cathedral, inc., 
and the bondholders last summer 
to settle for 75 cents on the dol 
lar, and it appeared that money 
would be obtained to completely 
satisfy the mortgage, but by the 
time the bondholders had agreed 
to the settlement, the money could 
not be raised by companies that 
had agreed to finance the deaj. 
Time was extended to Oct. 1. 


The present foreclosure was 
forced on the suit to foreclose on 
the mechanic's lien, and the Con- 
tinental National bank as succes- 
sor trustee, asks that the trustee's 
lien be declared superior to the 
lien of Krause or the claim of 
New"berg 
& 
Bookstrom, 
also 


named defendants in the mechan- 
ic's lien action of Krause. 
St. Mary's Cathedral delivered 


:o the Lincoln Trust company on 
July 29, 1931, 440 gold bonds of

ness conditions the Cathedral cor- 
poration found itself unable 
to 
carry out its plans, and the school 
building at 22nd and F is still un- 
finished.

The Roosevelt administration and 
the democratic majority in con- 
gress, speaking thru its leadership 
on capitol hill, has turned down

surplus 
tax.A n n o u n co- 
ntent has come 
in the form of 
a 
speech 
by 
Senator Harri- 
son, 
democrat. 
chairman of the senate 
finance 
committee, that all hope for tax 
relief effective for the calendar 
year 1937, and, therefore, applic- 
able to tax payments made next 
March 15 must be abandoned. If 
there ia to be tax relief, it is to be 
felt for the first time in the pay- 
ments to be made in the year 1939. 
This is, of course, not what the 
business men of the country have 
been expecting. 
They had the 
mistaken belief that the adminis- 
tration was paying some attention 
to the growing seriousness of the 
business recession and that there 
was real concern in Washington 
•.bout the unemployment problem. 
But when 
Senator 
Harrison, 


who, it had been thought, would 
champion the cause of immediate 
tax relief, says there cannot be 
Any, it is plain that the adminis- 
tration has sent word to the rub- 
ber stamp congressmen that noth- 
ing must be done till the 1939 . 
ments are made. 
Business is" not 


likely to be reassured by a tax 
revision that affects them more 
than 
a year and 
three months 


hence. 
They thought they could 
get relief now and make their 
plans for budget payments ii\ the 
calendar year 1938. 


The reason 
given 
by Senator 
Harrison for not passing a retroac- 
tive tax law—that is, one that will 
affect the Income tax payments 
to be made next March 15 for the 
calendar year 1937—is in the fol- 
lowing; paragraph: 


"Many of the corporations have 
already distributed 
in dividends 
the profits of the current 'year. As 
a practical matter, most of the 
others must declare out their divi- 
dends by Dec. 15 if they are to be 
sure to obtain the benefit of a divi- 
dend credit in the computation of 
their 1937 taxes. It would be 
hardly fair to penalize corpora- 
tions that have already made their 
distributions in the light of exist- 
ing1 law and favor others who 
might happen 
to be able to take 
advantage of a retroactive, .mea- 
sure. Such modifications must, in 
my opinion, date from the first 
day of the next calendar year and 
cover the future and not the past." 


The foregoing migh.t as readily 
have been phrased another way 
somewhat as follows: 


Obey the Master. 


"We in the democratic majority 


wanted to give tax relief and we 
convened on Nov. 15 when there 
was ample time to pass overnight 
a joint resolution repealing the 
undistributed surplus tax and sub- 
stituting for It a flat tax o'ver apd 
above $25,000. It wouhi have been 
easy, to do this before the first of 
December and it would have af- 
fected the very largest number of 
corporations. 
As for the others 
which declared 
dividends before 


Dec. 1, arrangements could have 
been made for a credit over a two 
year period so that all corporations 
might be treated alike. 
But the 
word came from the executive nol 
to do anything at all about it til 
the 1939 payments and we had to 
obey our master." 


The amazing thing about the 
speech of Senator Harrison is that 
he gives cogent and forceful rea- 
sons for repealing both the undis- 
tributed surplus tax and the capi 
tal gains tax and yet does not want 
to do it right away. He denounces 
them as bad taxes and makes, on 
the whole, an excellent argumen 
against the taxes in question, hav- 
ing himself gone on record before 
that they would prove harmful 
Yet, in the face of the known rec- 
ord of these taxes, the chairman 
of the senate finance committee 
bows to the will of the administra- 
tion and agrees to postpone action 
that cannot be effective until th< 
March 15, 1939, payments. 


Mr. Harrison's speech minced no 
words on the viciousness of the 
punitive tax measures adopted by 
the Roosevelt administration nnc 
by a rubber stamp congress. Ht 
said: 


"If those who formulate a gov- 


ernment policy, either thru Icgisla 
tive enactment or administration 
have made a mistake which works 
Injustices to the taxpayer or in 
juriously affects government re 
ceipts, then the mistake should bo 
acknowledged and corrected. How 
ever high and laudable may be the 
purpose of certain policies, an« 
however attractive they may ap 
pear theoretically, sometimes, as a 
practical matter, the injurious ef 
fects are greater than the benefits 
Bought." 


Congress Delays Relief. 


Today it is pretty widely con 


tended that the new depression ha 
teen directly caused by the puni 
tive tax policies of the democratic 
administration and the democratic 
congress. 
If the mistake is ac

months from date.

BUSINESS DECREASES 


IN NUMBER OF LINES 


Lower Prices and Activity 


Reported by Tenth Fed- 


eral Reserve District. 


KANSAS CITY. </P>. An Increas- 


ing number of business and agri- 
cultural lines decreased in activity 
during October as compared to a 
year ago, the monthly review of 
the tenth federal reserve district 
stated. The district includes Kan- 
sas, 
Colorado, Wyoming, Okla- 
homa, Nebraska and parts of Mis- 
souri and New Mexico. 
The month was the first of 1937 


in which retail and department 
store sales were less than during 
the corresponding month last year. 
Retail sales decreased .5 percent 
and department 
store sales de- 
creased 2.6 percent. 


However, employment was 1.8 


percent greater than October a 
year ago, and payrolls were 5.9 
percent greater. 


Wholesale sales were up 4 per- 


cent but dropped 6.7 percent as 
compared to September, this year. 


Among 
activities 
which 
de- 
creased were: Lumber sales 25 
percent, investments 6.8 percent, 
savings deposits 1 percent, hog 
marketings 39 percent, flour pro- 
duction 2.6 percent, cattle slaugh- 
ter 21.5 percent, calf slaughter 
18.9 percent, hog slaughter 33.3 
percent, sheep slaughter 21.4 per- 
cent. 


Since Sept. 1 retail prices have 


declined almost 1 percent, the re- 
port stated, altho prices on Nov. 
1 were still more than 6 percent 
above last year. 
Cash farm income in September 


was 27 percent greater than the 
same month a year ago, but the 
report predicted that sharply lower 
prices in recent weeks will neces- 
sitate a revision downward of esti- 
mates of farm income for 1937 
made earlier in the year. 
Wheat marketing increased 11.6 


percent over'October a year ago, 
and corn marketing increased 85 
percent. Cattle and sheep market- 
ing increased 9:2 percent and 8.6 
percent respectively 
while 
calf 
marketing was almost the same. 
Loans by 51 federal 
reserve 


member banks increased 20 per- 
cent; crude petroleum production 
increased 6.4 percent; and con- 
struction contracts awarded in- 
creased 2.2 percent, including an 
increase of 4.0 percent in residen- 
ial contracts.

lion dollars of relief money is 
being spent in 20 states for liquor. 
It bases this estimate on the rather 
well established figures for New 
.York where 45 millions were spent 
in 1935. Relief funds are too lim- 
ited to provide intoxicating bev- 
erages for beneficiaries- 
The al- 


lowances are only sufficiently large 
to provide food, clothing and shel 
ter for recipients. Money which is 
spent on liquor is money that 
should have been spent for some 
necessity. Even the wettest of wets 
hesitates to advocate that the gov- 
ernment 
furnish 
a 
sufficiently 


large relief allowance to Include a 
ration of liquor, and he may join 
others in protesting this misappli- 
cation of such funds.

Almost the same lineup has 
developed. The congressmen from 
the south discovered that they did 
not have to change trenches to 
keep fighting. This division along 
sectional lines is becoming more 
and more apparent in congress, 
whcro party linen have not been 
particularly significant. And tins 
division carries a distinct threat 
to the solidarity of the dominant 
party. 


STATE ASSISTANCE. 


There can be no justification for 


a law that makes it necessary to 
give the aged, the dependent and 
the blind less than $9 a month in 
McPherson county and more than 
$24 a month in Arthur county. 
There can be little defense of the 
same law that permits the varia- 
tion in other counties of the state 
in amounts paid to the state's de- 
pendents. A reader of The Jour-: 
nal wants to know if this discrim- 
ination will not cause trouble and 
asks further what is the cause for 
variations in amounts taken. 


The action of the legislature in 


providing that old age assistance 
funds shall be distributed in the 
proportion which the total popula- 
tion of the county bears to the 
total population of the state is 
primarily responsible for the fact 
that the individual grant in one 
county differs in amount from in- 
dividual grants in practically all 
other counties. 
The fund which 


the state administers is made up 
of federal funds in an amount that 
matches funds the state gets from 
levying motor fuel taxes, liquor 
taxes, head taxes and other sources, 
limited 
by 
law 
to 
$7,500,000 


for the biennium. This gives 15 
millions, available to be spread 
over 24 monthly payments. 
Be- 


cause part of this fund is available 
for child welfare, crippled children, 
blind and other forms of public aid, 
old age assistance gets but 72 
percent of what remains. 


If a county has one-tenth of the 


population of the state there is set 
aside for its use one-tenth of the 
total sum available for monthly 
distribution, now totaling $450,000 
a month, and the board, basing its 
action on the basis of need as 
shown in requisitions made to the 
state director fixes the individual 
grant. If it has but half as many 
eligibles as another county of the 
same population getting as much 
money, each individual grant in 
that county will be twice as much 
as the individual grant in the sec- 
ond county, generally speaking. 
This is modified by the fact that 
the first county may find that the 
needa of its eligibles will not con- 
sume all of the county grant for 
the aged, in which case it may 
use the excess of funds for the 
other activities In the act where 
the latter needs, say for the blind 
or crippled children, exceed the 
amount- allocated for either pur- 
pose. If the latter have an excess 
it may be used to meet a deficiency 
in old age grants. 


The amounts paid to the aged, 


dependent children and the blind 
will continue to vary as they have 
in the past. There is no justifica- 
tion for such discrimination, and 
a more equitable basis for assis- 
tance allotment should be made. 
The counties of the state can well 
afford to make a census of all 
eligibles for assistance to provide 
a new basis and the legislature 
should see to it that a more equit- 
able distribution basis is provided. 


The basis for assistance distri- 


bution should be made more equi- 
table. 


The fight against the sale of 


narcotics poes on and on 
The 


government is persistent in tins 
campaign. Almost ilfiily some place 
In this country action is taken 
against those who handle such 
drugs. 
Many inspectors check 


those who legitimately hnndle nar- 
cotics and no one is permitted 
carelessness in making reports 
and showing how narcotics are 
disposed of. Those drugs do play 
a necessary part in the care of 
the sick. 
Their illegitimate use, 


however, Is a menace to soriety. 
So the government continues its 
checkup and follows smugglers and 
Illegitimate venders relentlessly. 


The flow of relief money into 


the tills of dispensers of liquor and 
beer is causing acute concern-in 
some quarters and no one should 
feel more concerned abcut the sit- 
uation than the makers and dis- 
pensers of these beverages. 
The 


protest, however, has not come 
from this latter sourtfe. The Amer- 
ican Businessmen's Research foun- 
dation hns voiced this complaint 
KRRinst liquor. More will be heard 
of it from time to time. 
People 


just haven't come to realise how 
bad the situation really is. 
The 


THE TRUCKING INDUSTRY. 
The amazing growth 
of 
the 


trucking industry is not 
really 


understood by the general public 
that it serves. 
In 1904 the num- 


ber of trucks manufactured was 
•111, representing an investment of 
less than a million dollars. Last 
year 818,317 were made and sold, 
an investment of 450 million dol- 
lars. 
So far this year the 
in- 


crease has been 17 percent. 
Not 


counting the taxes paid on per- 
sonal property, income tax and 
taxes on garages, terminals, 
re- 


pair shops and the like, the indus- 
try paid in 1936 special 
truck 


taxes of 384 million dollars. This 
represents special taxes of nearly 
§100 on each truck, double the tax 
of 3927. 


These figures, along with some 


interesting facts that 
call 
for 


greater consideration for this In- 
dustry than is generally accorded, 
were presented at the recent con- 
vention of the national association. 
It was freely admitted that the in- 
dustry benefits by the use of most 
of this money in the building of 
new highways and the 
improve- 


ment and maintenance of existing 
roads, but it was pointed out that 
35 states now divert a part of this 
tax, Nebraska being included, for 
purposes not connected with high- 
ways. 


Among the problems of the in- 


dustry is that of obedience to state 
laws. 
Many trucking operations 


cover more than one state, 
yet 


each atntc has varying regulations 
xvith respect to size of loads and 


safety of operation, and this re 
suits in chaos when an attempt is 
made to comply with all of them. 
Large trucks are anathema 
to 


other user* of the roads, and their 
operators are the butt of much 
criticism and many charges 
of 


hogging the 
highway. 
Yet 
so 


large has the business of trucking 
grown that the use of large units 
has been found to be the only way 
to reduce cost of transportation. 


Speakers admitted that public 


resentment against truck 
opera- 


tions is prevalent in every section. 
One charge is that they use the 
public highways built by others, 
whereas the 
figures 
submitted 


show that while trucks represent 
14 percent of the number of motor 
vehicles, they pay 27 percent of all 
motoi vehicle taxes. 


The 
main trouble 
with 
the 


trucking industry is that it has 
never attempted to use the various 
mediums of getting information 
over to the public. 
Yet the na- 


tional convention took no steps 
to supply this lack. 


IS'O TAX REVISION NOW. 


When the special session con- 


vened experienced Washington ob- 
servers said the tax revision would 
not be considered this session. 
They knew the time required to 
whip a bill into shape 
with so 


many things to be considered and 
made up their minds that such a 
bill could not be ready before the 
session was ready to adjourn. 


Then 
the president 
intimated 


that a new breathing 
spell for 


business might be granted and im- 
mediately those who hoped against 
hope reached the conclusion that 
taxes would be eased in the first 
move and that tax revision would 
be brought at once to the attention 
of congress, A little later a further 
statement from the president post- 
poned possibility of tax revision. 


Following that came a state- 


ment from. Leader 
Barkley, who 


expressed the hope that no one 
would conclude he was throwing 
cold water on tax legislation. Then 
he added that it was not fair to 
"kid the country" into the belief 
that it was going: to g-et something 
before it was possible. 


The house ways and means com- 


mittee lets 
It be known that it 


will require from two to four weeks 
to draft a bill, even If all details 
had been agreed upon in advance. 


So tax legislation is postponed 


beyond the special session, just as 
reliable Washington advices made 
it certain that it would be. Busi- 
ness must continue to bear its bur- 
dens.

Statement by W. B. Long, presi- 
dent of Boston stock exchange* on 
Chairman Douglas' views of stock 
trading: In Mr. Douglas' statement 
we find the following: 


There were crucial joints in the move- 
lent of prices recently where odd-lot deal- 
ers failed to tiaos onto the round-lot mar- 
ket a substantial part of the support which 
their customers' 
purchases 
might 
have 
af lorded. 
For example, on Sept. is, 11 and 15, 
vhen odd-lot 
customers 
purchases 
ex- 
:eeded their sales by 316.000 shares, odd- 
ot dealers In turn bought only 216,000 
shares in the round-lot market and sup- 
plied some 100,000 shares from their own 


It is to be assumed from this 
last quotation that Mr. Douglas is 
critical of the fact that the odd-lot 
dealers failed to purchase in round 
lots the approximate number of 
shares they had sold to the public, 
"'his net position of odd-lot deal- 
ers represents the amount of short 
position upon which they hoped to 
realize a profit. 
This represents 
exactly the same method by which 
any business attempts to realize 
a profit. A manufacturer pur- 
chases an inventory of raw ma- 
terial, develops his product and 
then attempts to sell at a profit. 
He has taken a risk based on his 
best judgment 
The odd-lot dealer 
has taken a greater risk, inasmuch 
as he deals with worldwide fac- 
tors which overnight may upset all 
his calculations, with a resulting 
immediate 
profit or Immediate 


loss. 


Also, the odd-lot dealer's net 


short position makes available pur- 
chaolnp power on his part at some 
ater date when the public may 
-vish to liquidate and at a time 
-vhen his capital would, not permit 
)f his taking all securities offered 
vithout a 
short position. Under 


:he present system of operation 
if 
odd-lot dealers, the 
nation's 


ntiall investors fin I an immediate 
market in which to purchase or 
sell securities in any number of 
shares from 1 to 99 units. If this 
system is incorrect, then it must 
be replaced by a method whereby 
the odd-lot dealer will assume no 
isk but will receive a commission 
Compensation for the execution of 
the orders, 
which 
then can be 


executed only when there is an 
actual buyer for the number of 
shares being offered. 


To cite a specific example: An 


investor wishes to buy 13 shares of 
United States Steel at the market. 
Under the present system, three 
minutes after the receipt of the 
order the odd-lot specialist sells 
the 13 shares at one-eighth above 
the round-tot price appearing on 
the tape. 
In the case of a sell 
order, it is executed at one-eighth 
less 
than 
the 
round-lot 
price 


appearing on the New York tape. 
The customer, three minutes after 
entering his order, knows what it 
is going to cost him, or, if he needs 
money, has found an immediate 
market In which to liquidate his 13 
shares. 


It can be readily seen that this 
method furnishes the odd-lot cus- 
tomer with an immediate market; 
whereas, should this nystem bo 
abandoned, the odd-lot customer 
would have to wait until such time 
as another customer was available 
who was willing to buy or sell the 
exact number of shares wanted. Tt 
is obvious that the machinery of 
interchange between the holders of 
odd lota would stall. 


MORE OR LESS PERSONAL 
Whether right or wrong in nis 


ma jor contentions Railway Com- 
missioner Maupin makes a point 
that will stick in the minds of Ne- 
braska taxpayers. The railway 
commission, he says, has just 9500 
more for use in making rate in- 
vestigations than the governor is 
given for maintenance of his of- 
fice and mansion. There does seem 
to be some disparity there. Rate 
investigation ought to be more 
highly regarded by those who say 
how state money shall be used. 


The novel plan of basing com 
modlty truck rates on the airline 
distance between points of origin 
and destination is marked by such 
simplicity that it Is a wonder no 
one ever thought of it before the 
state 
railway 
commission did 


Rate quoting schedules of the rail- 
roads have become so complicated 
that it takes many pages to set 
them out, with exceptions,, and the 
large business houses have to em- 
ploy experts to protect them from 
errors of railroad shipping agents. 
Most rail schedules are on a dis- 
tance basis, hut it is distances by 
rails that govern. A first class rate 
is so much and second, third and 
fourth *class rates are a certain 
percentage of first class. 


Using airline distances as a 
basis for computing communica- 
tion rates is not new in other lines 
of traffic. Telegraph and telephone 
rates are computed*on airline dis- 
tances. A message often 
must 
travel twice the distance between 
the two terminals to insure good 
service. It is new, however, in 
computing truck rates. 


The railway 
commission 
plan 
simplifies the classification by re- 
ducing the number of classes to 
three, thus making a clearer de- 
marcation than now exists on rail 
schedules. All a trucker need do 
to find out how much, he should 
charge is to use a measuring stick, 
either a pencil, tape and slide rule 
on the map, and if his tape carries 
the rates, which increase every ten 
miles, he instantly knows the rate. 
Just how much lower truck rates 
have been no one, not even most 
truckers, knows. At a hearing one 
man said 50 percent, another 60, 
and another 80 percent. The pro- 
posed schedule is a bit lower ex- 
cept on livestock, and when it is 
adopted by the commission every 
hauler must make this charge and 
no other or get into trouble. 


The old age assistance board has 


taken advantage of an additional 
supply of funds and a reduction in 
the number of case loads, to in- 
crease for the winter months the 
allowances given 
the 
aged, de- 


pendent children and the blind. It 
all depends on whether this will 
mean a lowering of monthly pay- 
ments after the winter has passed. 
Over 25,000 persons are now being 
assisted, and they are being paid 
at the rate of over $450,000 a 
month.

Fear Regimentation. 


The danger of soil conservation 
districts, opponents contend, is that 
they may lead to "regimentation" 
of the farmer by the federal gov- 
ernment, they also have pointed 
out the possibility that a future 
legislature may put "teeth" in the 
law by giving districts the right 
to place tax burdens on farmers or 
enforce 
soil-conserving 
regula- 
tions. 
The federal government since 


1933 has ben spending about $1,- 
750,000 annually in Nebraska on 
soil conservation 
work. At the 
present time 49 technical experts 
are employed on 33 demonstration 
projects and 11 CCC camp' pro- 
jects. 
What the federal government 
proposes to clo now, Engstrom ex- 
plained, is to turn the work over 
to the farmers themselves by en- 
couraging them to form districts— 
political subdivisions of the state 
with limited powers. The federal 
government would give the dis- 
tricts technical aid and, possibly, 
materials and equipment. 
With such technical aid, farm- 
ers could make more progress in 
contour farming1, terracing, gulley 
control, 
crop 
rotation, 
pasture 


management 
and other modern 


farming improvements, Engstrom 
believes. 


Twenty-eight states have passed 
laws enabling farmers to form soil 
conservation districts. Only three 
or four districts have been organ- 
ized in the entire country, how- 
ever.

districts is^hat the federal govern- 
ment, after it has completed its 
present committments, will not ex- 
tend financial aid to any projects 
except those sponsored by "co-op- 
erating" agencies.

Miami, Fla. 


MIAMI, Fla. UP). Flying instruc- 
tion in land grant colleges as a 
meariiSr of building up a reserve of 
aviators for national emergency 
was advocated before air officials 
of two score states. 
"America lags in training its 
man power for war in the air, if 
that war ever comes," Floyd E. 
Evans, Michigan state director of 
aeronautics, said at the annual 
convention of the national associa- 
tion of state aviation officials. 
"In the land grant colleges we 
have a solution of the problem, a 
ready-made means for coping with 
the mandatory flying- instruction 
of youth 
abroad 
and whatever 
threat to our national security 
those foreign policies entail. 
"Give every junior and senior in 
those institutions the opportunity, 
at a nominal fee, to learn to fly." 
Evans added that the general 
air education of the nation "which 
would be bound -to result from 
mass instruction in the colleges" 
would be the 
salvation 
of com- 
mercial air transport and the air- 
craft manufacturing, industry. 
Outlining the work done by his 


department, Evans, who is slated 
to succeed Gill Robb Wilson of 
New Jersey as association presi- 
dent, said the promotion of model 
airplane activity and air instruc- 
tion in the public schools were in- 
tegral parts of his program.

both to assist In soil conservation 
and the state alone to supervise um 
and distribution of water, the sec- 
ond phase calling for Industrial ex- 
pansion, the creation of more labor 
and more wealth. Discriminatory 
rail rates were declared by the gov- 
ernor to be an "artificial barrier" 
and handicap against industrial ex- 
pansion. 
A rosy picture of Nebraska for 


both agriculture, this being th« 
basis industry, and Innumerable 
advantages for manufacure, was 
painted by the governor. The gov- 
ernor said: 


For Balanced Economy. 


The fact that we have a com- 


paratively small but thriving In- 
dustry in Nebraska has helped us 
better to weather periods of ad- 
verse agricultural conditions and 
this points the direction in which 
we should move. It seems to me 
that in 
general there are 
two 


phases to a program of a more 
balanced economy in Nebraska: 
First, the developmenVand conser- 
vation of 
our 
agricultural 
re- 


sources, both soil and water. This 
involves an intelligent use of the 
land, and utilization of the waters 
of the state, both from streams 
and from the underflow. Govern- 
ment, boih'state and national, can 
and should assist in such a pro- 
gram, the federal and state gov- 
ernments in soil conservation, the 
state government in the exercise of 
supervision over the use and distri- 
bution of water In order that the 
most efficient and equitable use be 
obtained. 
The second phase of the program 


calls for industrial expansion, a 
development 
of 
manufacturing 


which would mean in turn the crea- 
tion of more labor and of more 
wealth. 
I mentioned that the handicaps 


in the development of Industry in 
Nebraska have been both natural 
and artificial, natural in the seem- 
ing lack of raw products, artificial 
in respect 
to advantages 
whteh 


other sections have enjoyed at our 
expense. Nebraska offers tremen- 
dous inducement to industry. De- 
spite the fact that we are limited 
in raw products, we do ^uiow that 
there is an excellent field for the 
expansion of industry in Nebraska 
in the processing of more of the 
raw products which we do produce. 
Nebraska possesses also many ad- 
vantages attractive to new Indus- 
tries, industries seeking new loca- 
tions, or industries desiring to ex- 
pand their plants. 
First, in this connection, there is 


in this state a supply of high type, 
intelligent labor. This is, of course, 
an attraction of the greatest im- 
portance to industry. , We should 
exert every effort to maintain this 
splendid position. Then, Nebraska 
has available to Industry, a sup- 
ply of cheap power, which is a sub- 
stantial inducement to industry. 
Nebraska offers industry* a con- 
stant supply of cheap water of fine 
quality. 
Of tremendous Impor- 
tance is the position of Nebraska 
as a state without an equal from 
the point of view of low taxes and 
freedom from debt 
and 
special 


taxes as a general sales tax and 
a state income tax, or other de- 
vices designed to shift the 
re- 


sponsibility for the maintenance of 
government. In the 
matter of 


transportation, Nebraska is fav- 
orably situated as to facilities af- 
forded. This applies to transporta- 
tion by rail, by highway, by wa- 
ter and fay air. From the point of 
view of facilities for transporta- 
tion, Nebraska i3 most advantage- 
ously situated. 


Rail Rate Handicap. 


But, we now come to an arti- 


ficial handicap which affects this 
region adversely as compared with 
regions east of the Mississippi and 
north of the Ohio rivers; a com- 
petitive disadvantage which has re- 
tarded Nebraska's industrial de- 
velopment in the past and>will con- 
tinue to do so unless changed. I 
refer to rail rates: The develop- 
ment of Nebraska followed the 
construction of our railroads. Ne- 
braska would not have developed 
in the past and could not 
have 


prospered without the railroads. 
Nebraska's expansion, agricultur- 
ally and industrially, has played 
its part in the development and 
maintenance of the railroads. 
In 


short, there is a mutuality of in- 
terest here which recognizes the 
necessity of maintaining a sound 
and remunerative rail rate struc- 
ture. At the same time this mu-' 
tuality of interest requires a rail 
rate structure that is equitable, 
that gives an equality of oppor- 
tunity between sections 
of 
the 


United States.

PUBLIC HEALTH WORK 


TOPIC OF DR. HEISER 


Discusses Conditions in Many 


Parts of World on Town 


Hall Program. 


Dr. Victor Hei»er, of New York, 


author and former associate direc- 
tor of the international, health di- 
vision of the Rockefeller founda- 
tion, delivered the first of Town 
hall lecture aeries Tuesday night 
in Cornhusker hotel ballroom. 


Speaking1 be/ore an audience of 


more than 500, Doctor Heiser, who 
wrote 
the 
best 
selling: auto- 


biography, "An American Doc- 
tor's Odyssey," unfolded a very 
optomlsttc picture of public health 
work in the Philippines, Japan 
and the South Seas. 


He praised the Japanese as the 


"world's cleanest people." Assert- 
ing- that they spend nearly 40 mil- 
lion dollars a year for public 
health work, the doctor described 
the thoro Japanese method of 
bathing-. They scrub off with soap 
before they enter the tub, then 
boil the water in the tub as one 
bathes, he said. 
The Chinese, the doctor declared, 


could be great contributors to sci- 
ence and knowledge If they could 
have peace and order for a while." 
For the Polynesians, the strapping1, 
baldheaded health man also had a 
bouquet of praise. < They are, he 
told his auditors, one of the most 
Intelligent people in the world. A 
two year medical school that he 
had helped establish there had to 
be extended to first three, then 
four and finally five years because 
the Polynesians were so eager for 
knowledge, the doctor recounted. 


Doctor Heiser, however, save the 
largest share of his eulogy for the 
Philippine islands. Critics to the 
contrary, he declared, the Ameri- 
can government has never had to 
spend a dollar In the islands, taxes 
there amount to only four dollars 
per capita and the government Is 
the most efficient in the world, not 
excluding- the much praised one of 
Great Britain. 


The doctor also decried 
the 
charges of corruption that are 
often hurled at American admini- 
stration of Haiti. He was a mem- 
ber of the commission appointed 
by President Hoover to investi- 
gate conditions on the island. 


Tho the lecture took the form 


of a travelog, Doctor Haiaer also 
devoted much of his time to dis- 
cussion of public health in these 
countries. He recounted efforts to 
stamp out hookworm in Java and 
Celon, to teach the Filipinos to 
drink artesian well water and to 
combat beriberi, the skin disease, 
in Borneo. 


To illustrate John D. Rocke- 


feller's thesis that 
"philanthropy 
must 
pay 
dividends," 
Doctor 
Heiser cited the affliction of Bor- 
neo rubber works with beriberi in 
1914. World rubber markets were 
then booming, and Borneo was one 
of the chief sources of raw rubber. 
Borneo rubber workers however 
ate only fish and white rice and 
were falling ill from Beriberi at 
an_ alarming rate. Doctor Heiser, 
wh"o was sent there by the foun- 
dation to look over the situation, 
persuaded the rubber 
workers, 


thru • government edict, to 
eat 


brown rice instead of white. Beri- 
beri ceased to interfere with rub- 
ber production. 


The lecture was the first of a 


series of four sponsored by the 
Lincoln junior league. The next 
will be presented in January. Mrs. 
Everett Angle, league president, 
introduced the speaker.

ORDER LIFE SENTENCE 


FOR CHILDERS, BOWMAN 


Cheyenne County Jury Makes 


Recommendation to 


Court. 


SIDNEY, Neb. (JPl. A Cheyenne 


county district court jury ordered 
Tuesday that Orville Childers, 31, 
and William Bowman, 23, be sen- 
tenced to life Imprisonment for the 
slaying of .Wilham F. Moore, 87 
year old recluse, at his home here 
Armistice night. 


The jurors deliberated less than 


two hours, returning to announce 
their decision at 3-40 p. m. (c. s. 
t.). Three ballots were taken, the 
first two favoring life imprison'- 
ment over the death penalty 11 to 
1, and the third being unanimous. 


Both 
Childers and 
Bowman 


pleaded guilty to slaying Moore 
during an - attempt to rob him of 
a large sum 
of money 
believed 


cached in his home. 
The 
state 
rested its case shortly before noon 
after about two hours had .been 
spent in selecting' the jury. 


County Attorney Heaton called 


three witnesses, 
Chris 
Jnrgens, 


the man who found Moore's bat- 
tered body; 
Sheriff 
Schulz, and 


Dr. Riley E. 
Roche, 
examining 


physician. 


Defense 
Attorney Clayton S. 


Radcliffe called no witnesses but 
in a preliminary statement said 
the only defense would be a "writ- 
ten confession which will be intro- 
duced by the state." 


"In that confession," Radcliffe 


said, "we admit our guilt and ex- 
plain the circumstances surround- 
ing Mr. Moore's death. We believe 
this voluntary 
confession, signed 


by the two defendants, will influ- 
ence the jury in bringing in a ver- 
dict o flife imprisonment instead 
of death." 


The state presented only a brief 


summary of the first degree mur- 
der charges, following which Dis- 
trict Judge Nisley of North Platte 
instructed the jurors as to their 
duty under the Nebraska law which 
places determination of the sen- 
tence in their hands. 


The courtroom was packed with 


spectators who maintained 
good 


order despite the high feeling here 
because of the slaying. Childera 
and 
Bowman 
both 
appeared 


nervous as they sat thru presenta- 
tion of tbe testimony, but neither 
gave outward evidence of emotion. 


Childers, an itinerant baker, and 


former prison inmate, was arrested 
in Denver several days after the 
slaying. He denied at first he had 
been in Sidney Armistice 
night, 


but Denver authorities said "his 
alibi failed to hold water." Bow- 
man, arrested m Sidney, signed a 
confession in which 
he admitted 


helping Chiidera rob Moore but de- 
nied participating in the slaying. 
Both men, however, entered formal 
pleas of guilty when the trial was 
opened Monday. 


Heaton described the slaying as 


"the most brutal crime in the his- 
tory of Cheyenne county," and said 
Bowman told him Moore awakened 
and got out of bed while he and 
Childers were searching 
for the 


money. 
They bound and gagged 


him, Heaton quoted Bowman as 
saying, and later beat him. Thru- 
out the investigation leading to 
the arrest of the two men. Heaton 
referred to the death as a "torture 
murder," Moore's body having been 
found badly battered. Investigators 
said they 
believed 
Childers and 


Bowman obtained less than S10. 


Moore had lived alone for sev- 


eral years, coming to Sidney in 
the 1870's. He was one of western 
Nebraska's oldest residents.

citizens 


would be compelled to take their 
cases to a court in which the coun- 
ty precincts had no say in the elec- 
tion.

provision that the municipal judge

THIS TIME of the year marks 


an unusual prevalence of infections 
involving the upper parts of the 
breathing apparatus Such troubles 
are promoted by sudden and unex- 
pected changes in the weather 
Whenever there is an increase in 
the number of colds, sore throats 
tonsilitis, 
influenza, grippe and 


other infections there is a corre 
spending increase in. the number of 
cases of ipastolditis 


Mastoiditis used to be a greatly 


feared trouble 
Because 
of the 
great strides in the surgery of this 
disease as well as in its early rec 
ogmtion, it is no longer so dreaded 


In spite of the improved pros 


pect it must be borne in mind that 
neglect of mastoiditis is serious In 
fact the disease is only dangerous 
when it is overlooked neglected or 
carelessly treated 


Has Air Spaces 


As its name indicates it is an 


infection or inflammation within 
the mastoid bone This is the bone 
located behind the ear 
It ia that 


hard bony prominence or bump 
which you may feel with your fin 
gers 


The mastoid differs from other 


bones in that it is honeycombed 
with numerous air spaces called 
' mastoid cells 
These cells are so 


arranged that they communicate 
with one another and ultimately 
connect with the inner ear 


Since the inner ear connects with 


the nose and throat it will be seen 
how readily infections can travel 
to the mastoid 
For this reason 


mastoiditis is an, occasional com 
plication of colds'and other infec 
tions of the upper air passages 


Once the germs reach the mas 


toid cells there they rapidly mul 
tiply and form a lot of pus 
Im 


prisoned within the cells of the 
hard bone with little chance for the 
pus to escape it does damage As 
it accumulates the pressure gives 
rise to certain symptoms 


Signs of Mastoiditis 


The -most characteristic sign of 


mastoiditia is discomfort first and 
then severe pain behind the ear 
Sometimes the pain is not so great 
and Is disregarded 
In the begin 


ning it may be mistaken for an or 
dinary earache Soon there is swell 
ing, with tenderness back of the 
ear 


It 
Is frequently 
observed in 


adults but is more common in 
young children Anyone susceptible 
to common colds tonsihtis, earache 
or other infections of the head is in 
danger of the infection spreading 
to the maatoid 
This possibility 11 


particularly the case among* under 
nourished and anemic children and 
adults 


The question of operation can 


only be determined after a careful 
examination 
In many instance 


It can be avoided 
The decision as 


to whether operation is neceasarj 
should rest entirely upon the opm 
ion of the attending physician anc 
surgeon
